Adventurer, South Sea Whaler, Captain 
Keith, which ship, it had hitherto been 
supposed, waäs lost in the South Seas, but 
which it now appears from Mades’ depo- 
sition, was seized by (he crew, who mur- 
dered Captain Keith, and Mr. Smith;.the 
Chief Mate, and afterwards scuttled the 
vessel. In consequence of Mades’ states 
ment, which was originally taken at the 
Ottice, Glenen, Wortiey, and Goff, were 
sent down to Liverpool to search for 
Charles Frederick Palm,a Swede, who was 
Second Mate of the Adventurer, and Sanyel 
Telling, the cooper; both of whom, ac- 
cording to Mades’ deposition, were deeply 
implicated in the murder. By the actie 
vity of the Officers they were both appre- 
bended, and brought to tewn, aud on 
Tucsday evening they underwent a long 
examination before Mr. Birnie, when '['ell 
ing gave the following account of this 
atrocious transaction, which fully corro- 
borates Mades’s testiinony.— 

The Adventurer, of which the deceased 
Captain Keith was Commander, and Mr. 
Smith, Chief Mate, sailed from London 
in September, 1811. The deponent sail 
ed in heras cooper; they had been out 
about six months when the Captain and 
Chief- Mate were murdered. He could 
not recollect the day, but it was‘ about 
four o'clock in the morning. The Cap- 
tainand Chief Mate were in bed; a boy 
named George was at the helm, and Palm 
and the rest of the erew were fprward on 
deck. Palm was striking a light, when 
{he Captain came on deck in his shirt, and 
said to kim‘ Charles, what are you about.” 
Palm made no answer, but inmediately 
struck him with a cooper’s bamwer, which 
he had ready in his hand. The Captain 
exclaimed £Oh, Charles, you have done 
mel” Me. Smith Had foilowed the Capt. 
upon deck, aad was attacked at the same

time by another Swede, since dead, who 
struck tim several times on the head with 
the cook’saxe. Both the- Mate aad the 
Captain being knocked down, two other 
Swedes, who are also since dead, assisted 
by Palm, hove the bodies overboard. 
The Mate called out < boat, bout,” after be 
was It the water, but they heard nothing 
more of the Captain or him afterwards. 
After this, äll hands went below deck, and 
Palm produced a Bible, upon which they 
took a solemn oath never to divulge what 
had passed; tlie boy who was left at the 
helm was afterwards. sworn also. Some 
time prevtous to thís, the Captain had 
brought two black men on board, and after 
the bodies of the Captain and Mate were 
hove overboard, the two Swedes procured, 
each of them, a pistol and a glass of rum; 
the rum (hey gave to the blacks, and whilst 
the poor fêllows were in the act of drink- 
ing, each of them received the contents of 
a pistol in his body. One ot them was 
shot-dead on the spot; the other was only 
wounded ; but with the assistance of Palin, 
both were instantly thrown overboord. 
The wounded man swam after the ship;

‘Phe Court, howe 
ever, declared him duly appointed, and 
afterwards excommunicated him for not 
taking on hinself the otlice. 'fhe plaintiff 
Was In consequence thrown into prison and 
reduced to great distress, and it was not 
Ull the expiration of ten months from the 
passing of the sentence, that he was re- 
stored to his rights in society by the 
passing of an order of absolution. © 'Phe 
distressed state of the plaintitf having been 
represented to the defendant by Mr. 
Espinasse, Sir William Scott, witile he 
asscrled the propriety of his own conduct, 
but feeling for the actual state of distress 
in which the plaintiff had been planged, 
was pleused to bestow oa him HOON, which 
it was cabeulated would precure Iris hibve 
ration 5 this swin was afterwards inereased 
from metives of hamanity, to 1501. and 
Sir William promised the plaintitf his 
future patronage. The plaintiff received 
(his pecuniary relief as a matter vi libe- 
rality on the part of Sir William, and not 
as due to him, Sir W. Scott, tailing to 
patronize the plaintiff to the extent of his 
demand, he brought the present action. 
A number of witnesses of respectability, 
connected with the Ecelestastieal Court, 
were adduced to prove the practice of that 
Court. Sir J. Nickoll, among others, 
swore to his belief that (he deeree was 
correct and agrecable to the practice of 
the Beelesiastteal Court. 

Lord Ellenborough held (bat the charce 
in the present declaration was not suppos- 
ed.

ernment iu the discussion, and closed on the 
part of His Majesty’s present Ministers witit 
a roference io the petitious lately presented to 
Parliament, as a ground of their new deter.

a point, when decision is absolutely rejuired, 
between the ruiu ef the Company aud the 
disappointment of the peritioners against their 
Charter. 

Resolved, That on former discussions re. 
lative to the renewal of the Company’s 
charter, and particularly in-1793, His Mae 
jesty’s Government were prepared, at the 
outset, to state tho precise extent of conces. 
sion which could safely be allowed to the pe- 
titioners against the Companys charter ; and 
their mature conviction appeared then to be, 
that the regunlated monnpoly of the Com pany 
was essential te the interests of the Country, 
and that tliis consideration wione was a suf. 
fcient answer to alt pretences for interference 
with that monopoly. 

That the territorial possessions of the Com. 
pany in India are their certain right, and that 
the system provided for the Indian Govern. 
ment by the wisdom of Parliament, together 
with the disinterested spirit in which it has 
been administered by the Company, have cx. 
tended and consolidated the Beitish Empire in 
the Wast, amd added to the strength and glory 
of the British Empice at Hoe. 

‘Fhat the trade of the Company has loug 
ccased to hear the character of a strict monou 
poly ; and that, by some further modifica. 
tions, if thought indispensabie, in addition to 
the arrangements of 1793 aad of 1802, it 
may be rendered as much an open trade, as 
will be consistent with the security of revenue 
and the prosperity aud safety of the Indian 
Empire. 

‘That it is the opinion of the ablest Endian 
statesmei, as well as of tire generality of per- 
sons acquainted with India, that no large of 
sudden addition can be made to the amount 
of British exports to that country or China z 
that this opinion is conticmed by the practice 
of the Americans, who export chieilv baltion, 
and by the ovverloaded state of the Ludian 
markets; that the habits and religion af the 
natives are hostile to any such extension ; and 
that the Company actually suilee a loss in this 
department of their concerns, wich the view 
of employing the capital, an encouraging the 
industry of their countrymen at home, 

That so far as relates to the ordinary pro. 
duce of Kudia, the inport trade is now care« 
ried ta the full extent of tie demand, as ap= 
pears by the value of three miltions and a ha!f 
sterling of private property at this moment 
remaining in the Comoanv's Warehouses ; and 


that te open the Outports to that trade, 


would be no other than a ruinous transfec of 
it tuto ve w chaunels, to the destruction of im. 
Meuse and costiy establishmients, aud the beg. 


g:ry of many thousands of industrious ine 
dividuals. ; 

‘That an extension of the trade in otker 
products, the supposed effect of opening jhe 
Outpgrts, could be roalized only bya Nige 
transfer. of capital to India, and its co8pe- 
quent colonization ; that, if realized, it might 
fatally interfere with the manufacture of 
Eugtand, or with her commerce to coun ies 
where similar products are alrcady raischby 

sritish capital, imported in British shippi®g» 
and paid for by British manufactures, aud Bat 
thus, ‘such extension would deeply injúre’ 
those very persons who are most impatient{y. 
petitioning for it. : 

That any unrestrained intercourse, of “ip. 
ropeans with our Andian Empire is highly: ta 
be deprecated ; that the unlimited comspetitheg 
of commercial agents would, from the pezi- 
hiar circumstances of the country, pro 
€ a boundiess scene of confusion and fradë, 
& amd ultimately the ruin of the manuface 
€ (urers themselves; and that tempting op- 
portunities would be held out to the agents wo 
maintain: illicit intercourse with the Native 
Powers, and to conduct a dangerous system 
of communication with China from the Eas. 
tern Íslands. 

That this Court do most highly approve 
the conduct of the Directors upon the vital 
question of admitting the Outports to the im- 
port trade from India ; and that the cunfu. 
sion and hazard from irregular sales at the 
Outports, the loss to the revenue from Smug. 
gling, and the consequcnt ruin of the Com- 
pany’s China trade, are decisive obstacles to 
the policy of such a measure ; they are there. 
fore firm-of opinion, that the Court of Di. 
rectors should, on no consideration whatever, 
cede this point in the discussion. 

Thatitalso appears, from numerous petitions 
presented to the last Parliament, that on the 
faith of approved and long established prac. 
tice, an immense capital has been invested in 
establishments, peculiarly adapted to the ex- 
port trade between India and China; and that 
many heavy engagements. have been entered 
into by persons in the city of London, and 
on both banks of the Thames, from London. 
bridge to Gravesend, the very subsistence of 
many of whom depends upon the continuance 
to the port of Lsondon of the export trade ta 
India and China3 and that nearly 10,000 in- 
dustrious artificers, together with their fa. 
milies, would be in danger of beggary, in 
proportion as they would be thrown out of 
employment, by the removal of the export 
trade from its accustomed channel. This 
Court therefore conceives, that it is of vital 
importance to the city and port of London, 
«hat the export trade to India and China 
should continue to be carried on as hereto. 
fore. 

That since the high duties on articles import. 
ed would still remain, the abatement in the 
price of freight expected by the petitianers to 
ensue from the subversion of the present 
system, would be productive of trifling relief 


to the consumer; and that this relief would be 


purchased at the extreme hazard of the 
revenne of Customs and Ésxcise, nOW collected 
easily by the Company, as well as inpminent 
danger toall the sources of their wealth in 
India. 

That there is no foundation, in fact, for tho 
statement which ascribes to the Company’s 
charter the advantages enjoyed by neutral 
foreigners over British merchaats, in the ad. 
mission of the former to a trade from which 
the latter are excluded; for that the profit 
with which that trade has been carried on by 
those foreigners, has been entirely owing to the 
facilities necessarily belonging to their neutral 
character, and which, of course, cannot belong 
to the merchants of a belligerent state. 

That the discharge of the political functions 
of the Company depends on the continuanee 
of its commercial privileges. 'Fhat the 
propositions of His Majesty's government, 
by giving a fatal blow to the commercial 
interests of the Company, will, if insisted 
ou, eventually terminate in its political 
dissolution; and that political advantages, 
of She highest importance, will thas be lost 
to thecountry, among which the following 
deserve to bedistinctly noticed, as much too 
waluabte to be sacrificed for a trifing 
seduction in the freight of Indian goods to 
Europe. 

1, A marine of 109 large ships, containing 
a tonnage of 103,333 tons, employing 1400 
officers and 10,000 seamen, of acknowledged 
skill and bravery, and which has been found 
ready und able, at all times, to minister to 
the national convenience aad to augment the 
national glory. 

2. An extensive establishment of yards, 
„which has often rendered large and seasonable 
assistance tu the Royal Navy, and might, in 
cases of necessity, be made available to the 
‚rational defence, 

8. The remittance of the fortunes accumu, 
‘dated by above 3,000 officers of the Com. 

pauy’s military service, and some hundreds 
of civil servants, which are transferred to the 

_ capital, and stimulate the industry of Britain. 
‘That, in addition to these considerations, 
the liberal disbursements of the Company for 

_ national enterprizes, and the meritorious con= 
_ gribution of their service to the National 
Fund of strength and glory, are. entitled to 
a just and honorable. remembrance, in the 
preparation of any measure which may vitally 


aflect their interests. dns ee 
That connected with this department of the 
subject, is the extreme danger to which, ia 


case of the Company's dissolution, the ba. 
lance of the Constitution would be exposed, 
by the transfer of the Indian Patroanage to 
“the Crown, and the enormous burden which 
would be entailed on the public, in satisfying 
the claims of compensation on behalf of the 
Company, and of all the complicated inter. 
ests which would be involved in its fate. 
That, by the destruction of the Company, 
a vast number of those Proprietors, amongst 
whom its capital of twelve millions sterling is 
divided, would be reduced to extreme dis. 
tress; and nearly forty thousand persons, 
directly employed by the Company, with 
many others indirectly concerned in its pros- 
perity, would be brought to a state of ab. 
solute beggary. 
That, from the tenor of the preceding con… 
siderations, it appears to this Court, that no 


case of political or commercial delinguency 


has been established against the Compauy, to 
justify the ruin with which they are threaten- 
ed, or to forfeit their claim to a continuance 
gf their Chacter : that, on the contrary, their 
commercial management has been frequentiy 
deranged and interrupted by costly enter. 
prises, to which they were compelled on 
grounds of imperial policy, and which no 
temporary possession could have induced 
them to execute: that their remonstrances 
against these undertakings were silenced by 
‘reference to future and distant recompense, 
in the improved prospect of permanent peace, 
revenue, and commerce, and that, by argu- 
ments which implied little tess than a pledge 
that ‘their privileges should be continued, at 
least until their ‘indemnity should be com. 
plete : and that it is manifestly unjust to al 
lege against them, as a proof of commercial 
mismanagement, pecuniary difficulties arising 
out of this forcible diversion of their cour 
mercial funds to national purposes. 

That, with a view to their financial difficult. 

ties, thus incurred on the Public account, the 
Directors, in the year 1803, appreheading the 
consequences of the transfer of the Iudiaa 
territorial debt to England, proposed me 
thods to meet and provide for those conse. 
quences; but that His Majesty's Ministers 
refused to forward those propositions to 
India, and have not substituted any other 
proceeding for the same end. 

That the Court appeal confidently to the 
following particulars, from the close of the 
Fourth Report of the Committee of the 
House of Commons appointed io the late Par. 
liament, for a proof, not only that the Com. 
pany have carried on their affairs without any 
expence to the finances of this couutry, but 


that the operations of their system have been 


in manifold ways beneficial to its interests. 
Ist. That since 1791, British industry has 
been encouraged by the employmeut of 
846,000,000. en 
2d. That the produce and manufactures of 
India, purchased with this sum, together with 
those of China sold in England, realized in 
sale amount nearly to ££140,000,000., 
3d. ‘That the purchase of the produce 
and manufactures of England amounted to 
£29,200,000, 
‘4th, That the employment of British ship» 
ping amounted to s£25,000,000. 
‚ Bth. That the duties on imports, collected 
through the Company ata trifling expense to 


‚Government, amounted to s£39,300,000 5’ 
and oa exports tv 22660,000 ;-stogether;- 


«£39,960,000. 


6th. That the combination of these, and 


other sums, producing ££185,960,000, shews 
that, on an average of the last seventeen 
wears, e£ 10,900,000 kas been diffused in 
Warieas cliannels through the whate eirculation 
of the British Empire, &c. : 

‚That, for proof of the moral and political 
benefits derived to the population of India 
from the government af the Company, this 
Court appeals to the Fifth Report of the 
Committee of the House of Commons which 
exhibits the gratifying picture of-a people 
Faised from the lowest disorder and degrada. 
tion, ta a state of industry, security and 
freedam; and that this Court confidentty 
hopes, the improvement in the condition af 
fifty millions of natives will not be interrupt. 
ed, by the pernicious experiments to which 
the sanction of Parliament is naw so loudiy 
“„golicited. 

That the interests of the Campany are now 
become so interwoven with the political and 
commercial system of Britain, that, by their 
‘gudden dissolation, tho credit and graudeur of 
this country would receive a shoek, which 
“must be perilous, and might. be fatal: and 
that the measures praposed by Government 
are therefore anxiously to be deprecated, 
vânasmuch as-they. must have the effcot of 
bringing the Company to speedy destruction, 


That, with such ‘a: caso in favor of the 


‚Company, the Court is assured they may ap. 

‚„proach Parliament with canfidonce, and with. 
gut the smallest alarm from the misreprescnt. 

Jations with which they have heen assailed ; 
“and they are persuaded that the wisdom of 
that enlightened:body will never coUntenance 
the. sacrifice of clear and positive interests of 
one class of men, to the contingent and un. 
certain advantage of another; nor demolish 
g mighty practical system, which has been 
‘gaised by such immense exertions, in order to 
place its materials at the dísposal of intereste 
ed speculation, 

That this Court approves, most highly, the 
fem exertions, by which the Directors have 
now enabled the Company, if necessary, to 
Aeiog their case in its integrity before the tri. 


bunal of Parliament. They. tender their 
waïmest thanks to the Chairman, the Deputy 
Chairman, and the Court of Directors, for 
their zeal and ability in support of this im- 
portant cause ; and they trust that, if any 
opening should present itself for a renewal of 
the discussion between the Company and His 
Majesty's Government, upon the principles 
detailed in this resolution, it will be conduct. 
ed by them with the energy and moderation 
which they have hitherto displayed. 

And the Court, on the questiou, adjourned.

POLICE. 


Bow- Street.— In consequence of an in- 
formation that unlawful games were play- 
ed at the house, No, 40, in Pall-mall, kept 
by Paul Rewbell, Adkins, accompanied 
by Taunton, Salmon, Mance, Perry, and 
several others, were dispatched thither on 
Thursday night with a warrant to search 
the house, and apprehend all in it.

_À general scuffle ensued between the persons 


assembled in the room round the gaminge 
table and the officers. Á man, whom we 
understand to be a person of rank, made 
his escape out of the window. Au Officer 
in the Guards, in a desperate effort escap= 
ed out of the room, met Adkins on the 
stairs, and being a powerful man, knocks 
ed him down, and eventually escaped. 
Another OfBcer in the Guards in the con- 
fusion got a black eye, his coat torn, and 
was robbed of 901. Salmon, who was one 
that assisted in executing the warrant, was 
seized by the buck of his neck, so as 
almost to prevent him from moving; he 
herd à voice call out to shoot him ; and 
be was nearly choaked, when Perry came 
up to assist him, 

On Friday the parties secured were 
brought to the above office, and under- 
went an examination before Mr. Nares.

Tannton produced a great quantity of 
common playing cards, red cards of the 
same size as playing cards, others with 
lines, figures, witlt a number of small steel 
bodkins, with sealing-wax fixed on for 
heads, in pin-cushions. ‘The officer place 
ed them in the same state with some Bank 
of England notes, as they were when he 
seized them on the gamingstable,. and had 
no doubt from the bodkins to mark on the 
cards with lines, &c. but the game of 
Rouge et Nair had been played at. 

Satmon produced a quantity of playing 
red cards and silver counters, which passed 
for 101; a dice-box, and mahogany 
maney-scrapers, which no doubt had been 
used to draw the counters or tokens bee 
longing to the house when playing for 
them on the table. 

Mance praduced a number of small tin 
shovels with long handles, which no doubt 
had been used when guineas were in cir= 
culation. The green cloth which covere 
ed the large gaming table was vrnamented 
with yellow and red stripes, which could 
not be explained. A very large round 
apertygrg, was in the middle, which was for 
what is called the well. A twenty-penny 
Fleetenote was stuck in the gambling 
room, with a written notice underneath it, 
stating that it had been taken, on the 14th 
of. May, ia that room, for a twenty- pound 
note. 

W hen the officers first entered the room, 
a number of men were sitting round the 
table, with a large cliandelier over it. The 
officers had no doûbt but they had been 
playing. After the evidence of the of- 
ficers had been gone throùgh, Mr. Alley 
called upon tiem to produce the money 
{haf had been taken from the room. They 
all declared, that they had produced every 
thing that they had seized. Mr. Alley 
said, he did not mean to throw the slight. 
est imputation upon the officers, and had 
no doubt but they had done their daty 
upon this, as upon all similar ocaasions ; 
but he pledged himself, that about 5001, 
had been taken or stolen from the room, 
4901, from of the table, and 90L. forcibly 


taken aut of an Officer in the Guards’ 
pocket; acknowledged that his suspicions 
rested upon some person or persons whu 
accompanied the officers, and strongly sus- 
peeted the informer to be a man of the 
name of Coombe, and that he was with 
{hem and kad taken the money. 

_ Adkins declared that no person had ac- 
compauied him but those belonging to the 
office, and that he did not know a man of 
the-name of Coombe. He said, when it 
was known that officers were in the rooms 
a scene of confusion took place, and there 
was a general scramble for what was on 
the table, &c. : he had no doubt, that 
whatever was taken off it, was done by 
some person or persons who were in the. 
room. Previous to his entering, one of 
them escaped out of the window. 

Mr. Alley observed, that as to the person: 
who had escaped out of the window, he 
knew him to be a man of rank and honour, 
and therefore could not suspect him of 
taking the property away. Mr. Nares 
observed, this proved the description of 
persons who resorted to the house. —Mr. 
Alley said, they should offer a reward for 
the recovery of the money. The Learned : 
Gentleman then addressed the Magistrate, 
and sid, he presumed this business would 
be disposed of as had been customary for 
some time past, by holding the persons to 
bail who: were in custody, uiüder the Act 
of Henry VIII. made in such cases.
